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INTRODUCTION. 
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Arrrg the number of Works in Architecture that have been published by the 
ingenious Artists of this and other countries during the two last centuries, it may 
occur to some persons, who are but little acquainted with the unlimited excursions 
of Fancy and Taste in Design, whether any new attempt to promote the improve— 
ment of this elegant and useful branch of the Polite Arts can afford a favourable 
prospect of success; yet other persons, who are encouragers of the Arts, and 
have acquired more judgment and experience with respect to the beauty and excel- 
lence of Design, will readily admit, that, even after a number of the most approved 
and elaborate Works of the greatest Architects in a science so replete with such 
variety of ideas, there still remains unlimited scope for improvement and inven- 
tion, not only in the distribution and connection of the several apartments, and 
the interior finishing of private houses, but also on the exterior parts of buildings, 
where there 1s ample latitude for exercising the powers of invention and novelty, 
consistent with the purest principles of the art. 

Although it has been almost the universal custom of Authors, who present their 
labours to the Public, of giving an historical account and description of Architecture 
in general, stating the particular periods of its rise and progress, with the various 
changes it has undergone since it arrived at such perfection and beauty among the 
ancient Greeks and Romans ; yet in this introductory address these repetitions and 
various circumstances attending the Arts have been omitted, and only a few obser- 
vations made respecting the Designs in this Work, which now solicits the support 
and patronage of the Public. 

In forming this Work, which consists entirely of the various parts of private 
houses, a principal object of attention has been, to make such a Series of Designs for 
plain Country Seats or Villas, of such proportions, and at such a moderate expense, 
as might prove to be most suitable and useful to gentlemen of various ranks. 

In the disposition of the Plans it has been endeavoured to unite convenience with 
utility, to make a proper arrangement and easy communication throughout the 
several apartments; which are desirable objects when attained, and very essential 
branches of Design in Architecture, both with respect to elegance and use. 

It has been carefully observed in the composition of the Elevations in this Work, 
to make proportion, simplicity, and uniformity reign through every part of the 
several Designs, and to make them produce an agreeable effect from every point of 
view: no expensive architecture, nor much exterior decoration, have been introduced 
on the Elevations, as their dimensions in general are not extensive; and when eco- 
nomy becomes a leading principle, external ornaments, in a great measure, must be 
omitted. | 

On the exterior parts of private buildings a profusion of ornaments should not be 
recommended]; and when any are admitted, they should be designed with regularity, 
and introduced with judgment and taste: and if they are placed at a considerable 
distance from the eye, the outlines must be made distinct, and strongly marked with 
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a bold relief ; and regard should always be had to make the ornaments propor- 

tionate and characteristic to the style and destination of the building on which they 

are employed, preserving an analogy throughout the whole Design. 

b In composing the various Decorations in the Sections of the principal Rooms in 

| | the following Designs, including the several Plates of the Capitals of Columns, the 

various Ornaments for Friezes, and other interior finishings, it has been attempted 
to retain the spirit and effect of that beautiful and elegant style of those that were 
used in the private apartments, baths, and villas, of the Ancients; namely, at Rome, 
Adrian's Villa, and the ruins on the Baian Shore. 

But though the spirit and effect of the antique ornaments have been strictly attended 
to, yet at the same time so many variations have been introduced throughout the 
several Designs of Ornaments contained in this Work, as give them all the appear- 
ance of original compositions in the style of the Ancients. 

The antique style of ornaments is the most perfect that has yet appeared for inside 
decorations, and is well adapted for adorning the several parts of elegant parlours, 
dining rooms, drawing rooms, music rooms, and other apartments in private houses, 
as well as fit for adorning the interior and exterior parts of public buildings; it also 
proves useful to all the other branches of the decorative Arts, where embellishment 
may be requisite: but when ornaments in that style are employed in these various 
situations, care must be taken to design them with propriety and good effect, as they 
not only require fancy and imagination in the composition, but judgment and taste 


in the application. 
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DESCRIPTIONS OF THE PLATES.

PLATE I. 
Elevation and Plan of a Villa. 


Fic. 1. The extent of this elevation in front, is 45 feet 5 inches, and 
the height from the level of the ground to the top of the cornice, 25 
ft. 6 in. The cornice is 1 ſt. 2 in. in perpendicular height, and its 
projection 2 ſt. 

The first story is 12 ft. 3 in. high in the clear, and the second 9 ſt, 
The opening of the door is 4 ft. wide, and s ft, high; the arched re- 
cess, inclosing the door and small windows on each side, is 8 ſt. 9 in. 
wide, and 13 ft. high. 

The windows in the parlour story are 4 ft. wide, and s high; the 
upper part of the cills of the windows are 2, 9 above the level of the 
floor; the upper windows are 4 fl. square, and the top of the cills 3 ſt.

The breadth of this plan, including the thicknesses of the walls, is 
40'ft. 5 in. The lobby, marked a on the plan, is 8, 3 by 18 ſt. 
The parlour, b, 16 by 18. c, dining room, 25 by 18 ft. d, the 
kitchen, 16 by 18. e, servants room, 16 by 10, 3. The staircase, , 
16 by 7; the length of the steps 3, 1. Each step rises 6+ in. and the 
tread about 9 4 in. 

For convenience to the kitchen and admittance of servants, a door 
is intended under the window that gives light to the staircase; and 
that door may lead to other adjoining or detached offices, it wanted. 
The plan of the bed chamber story of this house is on Plate III. 
fig. 1.

Elevation and Plan of a Villa. 


Fig. 1. The dimensions of this elevation are, 46 ſeet 2 inches in 
front, and 34, 6 in height; measuring from the level of the ground to 
the under part of the cornice, The blocking course and the cornice 
are each 1 ft. 2 in. high. | 

The parlour story is 12, 6 high in the clear; the bed chamber 
story, 10, 6; and the attic story, s ſt, The arched recesses are each s, 
9 wide; those on the parlour story are 13, 6 high from the ground; 
and on the bed chamber story, 11, 6, from the floor to the top of the 
arch. | 

The principal door is s high, and 4 wide; the windows in the par- 
lour and bed chamber stories are 3, 8 wide, and 7 ft. high; the height 
of the attic windows is equal to their width. In the parlour story the 


upper line of the cills is 2, 6 above the floor; in the bed chamber story 
2, 9; and in the attic story 2, 6.

This design is 42 ft. 6 in. in depth, including the thicknesses of 
the walls. The lobby, a, is 9 by 16 ft. ö, parlour, 16 by 18, 6. c, 
dining parlour, of the same dimensions. The door in the centre be- 
tween the rooms b and c, may be shut up, or occasionally opened. d, 
staircase, 9 by 16; the length of the steps, 3, 6, each of them rises about 
6 in.; the tread of the straight ones about 10 in.; and the broadest 
part of the winding steps 1 ft. 3 in. e, passage for servants, 6 ft, wide. 
4 kitchen, 16 by 18, 6. g, scullery, 7, 9, by 12. h, pantry, of the 
same dimensions. The plan of the bed chamber story of this design, 
is on the succeeding Plate, fig. 2.

8, 6 by 13, 14. In the roof, may be a garret room lighted by a dor- 
mer window, or skylight on the garden front.

Elevation and Plan of a Villa. 


Fig. 1. This elevation extends 46 feet 5 inches in front; and the 
height, from the level of the ground to the under part of the modil- 
lion cornice, is 33, 6. The perpendicular height of the cornice is 1, 3; 
the blocking course of the same dimensions; and the projection of the 
cornice, 1 ft. 6 in. | 

The parlour story is 12 ft. high in the clear; the bed chamber 
story 10 ft.; and the attic story 8. The windows are each I 6 wide; 
those in the parlour and bed chamber stories are 7 ft. high; and the 
height of the windows in the attic story, 3, 6. 

The upper line of the cills in the parlour story ranges with the 
height of three courses of the chamfered rustics, 3 feet above the 
floor; the upper line of the cills in the bed chamber story is 2, 3; and 
in the attic story, 2, 6 above the floor.

The breadth of this building is 49 ft. 2 in. including the thick- 
nesses of the walls. a, lobby from the principal entrance, 13 ft. by 
10, 6. b, parlour, 14,3 by 17. c, breakfasting room, 13, 6 by 17 ft. 
These two rooms might be made into one large apartment, taking 
away the partition which divides them; in this case the chimney-piece 
might continue in the side wall, and the door to be placed on the 
centre line of the plan. d, dining room, 21 by 17 ſt. e, principal 
staircase, 15, 3 by 10, and lighted from the top; these stairs are only 
intended to go up to the bed chamber story: the length of the steps is 
3, 4; the rise of each 64 in. ; the tread of the straight steps 10 in.; and 
chat of the winding ones, 1, 2, on the line of a quadrant described by 
the length of the step. | 

. staircase and lobby for servants, 13 by 10; the length of the steps 
2, 9; the rise of each nearly 6 2 in. ; and the tread 94 in. g, kitchen, 
21 by 17. 4, scullery, 13bys, 3. i, pantry of the same dimensions. 
The bed chamber story of this house is on Plate VI. fig. 1.

Fig. 1. On the basement story, the length of this front is 62 feet 2 
inches; the height is 29, 3, from the level of the ground to the top of 
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the blocking course. The perpendicular height of the astragal, frieze, 
cornice, and blocking course, is 4 ft, 3 in. ; that of the cornice is 1, 4. 

The break or advanced part, in the middle of this building, is 26 
fi, 6 in. in front; the rise of the pediment is between the fifth and sixth 
part of the length of its base. The figures on the acroters of the pedi- 


ment, represent Plenty, Ceres, and Flora. 

The basement story rises 2, 6 above the level of the ground, and 
proposed to be 9 ſt. high in the clear; the parlour story is 12, 6 high; 
and the attic story 9 ſt. The entrance door 4 ft. wide, and s high; the 
windows in the parlour story are 3, 6 wide, and 7 high; the height of 
chose in the attic story, 4 ft.; the upper line of the cills in both stories 


is 3 ſt. above the level of the floor.

The dimensions of this building, in flank, is 41, 2, including the 
thicknesses of the walls. a, hall, 22 by 17, 6. b, breakfasting room, 
16 by 16,9. e, dining room, 16 by 20. d, parlour, 16 by 16,9. e, 
drawing room, 16 by 20 ft. 

, principal staircase, 14 by 16; the steps, 3, 9; the rise of each 
nearly 64 in.; the tread, 104. g, back staircase, 7,3 by 16; the 
length of the steps, 3, 3; the rise of each, 64 in. ; the tread of the 
straight ones, 10 in.; and the tread of the winding steps, at the 
broadest part, 1, 3. 

The kitchen, cellars, and other offices, are to be in the basement 
story, which is to have a sunk area round the house, for the admission 
of light and air. The bed chamber story of this villa is on the suc-

a, landing of the principal staircase. b, lobby, s feet 6 inches by 
10, 6. c, water closet, to be only 7 ſt. high; by which means the 
lobby will be sufficiently lighted by the three upper panes of the win- 
dow over the water closet, and the lobby may also receive additional 
light from the principal staircase, which must have a skylight over it. 

d, principal bed chamber, 21 by 17, 14, exclusive of the closets 
and alcove. e, e, e, closets. f, bed chamber, 14, 2 by 17, 3. g, 
bed chamber, 13, 6 by 17, 3. , h, two bed chambers, each 13 by 
17. i, back staircase, leading up to the attic story, which may be di- 
vided into six bed rooms.

PLATE VII. 
Section of the Dining Room, marked c on the Plan, Plate I. 


This plate shews the finishing of the chimney-piece and looking- 
glass over it, with the screen of columns at the end of the room; and 
the frieze and cornice over the columns. The frieze to be discontinued 
on the other three sides of the room, as it would come too near the ar- 
chitraves of the windows. 

The chimney-piece is drawn to a large scale on Plate IX. fig. 1; 
and the capital of the columns is also drawn to a large scale on Plate 
VIII. | 


The columns and pilasters, with their capitals and bases, the dado, 
base, and surbase mouldings, and glass frame, and also the archi- 
traves of the windows and doors, should be executed in wood; the 
enriched frieze and cornice to be done in plaster; the other sides of 
the room, between the surbase and cornice, to be finished with trowelled 
stucco, and the whole properly painted in oil. 

The columns are 1 ft. diameter at the bottom, and 10 in. at the 
top of the shaft; the height of the shaſt of the columns and pilasters, 
including the base and capital, is 11 ft. 3 in. The frieze adorned with 
heads in bas-relief, and flutings, is 9 in. high; and the perpendicu- 
lar height of the cornice is 6 in. This cornice is drawn to a large scale 
on Plate XXVII. fig. 1. 


PLATE VIII. 


Capital of the Columns on the preceding Plate, and Part of the Shaft; 
with Designs of Ornaments for Friezes, Pilasters, and Pannels. 


Fig. 1 and 2. These ornaments are intended for the principal 
rooms in the foregoing and following designs; and may be properly 
introduced in the friezes of parlours or dining rooms; and likewise in 
the friezes of doors and chimney-pieces, and might be executed in 
Stucco, or in wood. And according to the height of the rooms where 
they may be employed, will be suitable for friezes of smaller or larger 
dimensions. 

Fig. 3 and 4. Are designs for ornamenting pilasters of chimney- 
pieces in wood, or for stucco pannels on the sides of rooms, or small 
compartments in ceilings; their dimensions in width may be from 5 
to 7 inches, and upwards, in large compositions. 

Fig. 5, The composition of this capital resembles several of the 
kind that are to be seen in Rome, and other parts of Italy: it looks 
well in halls and staircases, or in rooms where much elegance 1s not 
wanted. This capital will have a good effect on outside decorations 
on a larger scale, even without any enrichments of the mouldings in 
the abacus. 

The height of the capital, exclusive of the abacus, is 104 in. being 
equal to the diameter of the shaſt of the column at top. The perpen- 
dicular height of the mouldings of the abacus is 34 in.; the astragal 
moulding 1+ in. The projection of the former is 2+ in.; and that of 
the latter is equal to its height. 


PLATE IX. 
C himney- Pieces. 


Fig. 1. This design is intended for the dining room on Plate I. 

The mantle and jambs should be of marble; all the mouldings with 
their enrichments, the ornaments in the frieze, and the back pilasters, 
may be executed in wood. 

The opening of the chimney 1s 3 feet 10 inches wide, and 3, 3 z 
high, in the clear; the length of the frieze, including the blockings 
over the pilasters with flutings, is 5 ft, 6 in.; the height from the 
floor to the upper line of the small cornice, is 4, 4; the frieze is 5 in. 
high; the particular dimensions of the other parts may be taken from 
the scale. 

Fig. 2. This chimney-piece is intended for the parlour, marked c 
on Plate XIV. and may be executed entirely of marble, or in the 
manner as mentioned in the preceding description. 

The opening of this chimney is 3, 9 wide, and 3, 2 high, in the 
clear; the length of the frieze, including the tablet with griffins, and 
the blockings with tripods, is 5 ft, 5 in.; the height, from the floor to 
the upper line of the cornice, is 4, 33; the frieze is 6 in. high; that 
of the tablet is 8 4 in.; and the length of it 1 ft. 9 in, 
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DESCRIPTIONS OF THE PLATES. I 


PLATE X. 


Elevation and Plan of a Villa. 


Fig. 1. The front of this villa extends 44 feet, 2 inches, and the 
entire height, ſrom the level of the ground to the upper line of the 
cornice, is 26 fl. 9 in. 

The pilasters are each 2, 4 on the face at the bottom of the shaſt, 
and they project 3 in. before the face of the wall; their whole height 
is 23, 6, measuring from the level of the ground to the under line of 
the astragal. 

The height of the astragal 1s 3 in. that of the frieze is 1, 6, and 
the perpendicular height of the cornice is the same dimensions: the 
projection of the cornice 1s made 1 ſt. 10 in, which admits the bed 
mouldings to break forwards over the capitals of the pilasters. 

The rise of the pediment above the upper line of the cormice, 1s 9 
ſt. 3 in.; the height of the figures, representing nymphs, on the 
acroters of the pediment is under 6 ft.; the circular window in the 
tympany of the pediment is 3, 3 diameter. 

The parlour story is 12 ſt, high, in the clear, and the bed chamber 
story 9 ſt. Each of the recesses are 7 ſt. wide in front, and 13, 8 high 
to the central point of the arches; which are sunk 3 or 4 inches 
within the face of the wall. 

The entrance door in front is 4 ft. wide and s high, to the under 
line of the impost, which is 6 in. thick: the fan sash over the door 
is for admission of light to the lobby: the parlour windows are 4 ft. 
wide, and 7, 9 high: the upper line of the cills is 2, 4 above the floor : 
the upper windows are 4, 3 high, and the upper line of the cills 2, 
10 above the floor. 

Fig. 2. This plan, including the thicknesses of the walls, is 41 ſt. 
7 in. in breadth. a, passage, or lobby, 7, by 20 ſt. b, breakfasting 
room, 16 by 12, 3. c, dining parlour, 16 by 20 ſt. d, staircase, 7 by 
16 ſt.: the length of the steps is 3, 2, the rise of each 6+ in. the tread 
of che straight steps 10 in. and the winding ones, on the line of a 
quadrant described by the length of the step, 1 ſt. 3 in. 


The outward door 
of the scullery is for the convenience of servants and the kitchen. g. 


pantry, 9, 6 by 7, 9. h, store room, , 9,6 by 7, 6. The bed chamber 
story of this design is on Plate XIII. lig. 1. 


PLATE XI. 


Plan of the principal Story of a Villa. 

The advanced part in the middle of this design, including the 
thicknesses of the walls, is 44, 10 in depth, and the receding parts, or 
attached wings on the right and leſt, are each 3 2 fect 6 inches. 

a, lobby, 9 by 22. b, parlour, 16 ft. by 13. c, dining room, 16, 
6 by 22. d, drawing room, 25, 6 by 16,6. e, library, 15 by 28, in- 
cluding the circular end and columns, the square part of this room is 
15, by 22 feet 3 inches. 

, staircase, 16, 6 by s, 3; the length of the steps, 3, 4; the rise 
of each, nearly 64 in.; the tread of the straight ones, 104 in.; and 
the tread of the winding steps, at the broadest part, 1 ft. 3 inches. 
This staircase is to be lighted from a large window in the end wall 
over the roof of the right wing. The door from the staircase to the 
kitchen should be hung on both sides of the wall, and covered with 
green baize. 

£, the kitchen, 15 by 22. +, pantry, 15by 3, 6. i, scullery, 
8, by 16, 6. 4, store room, 8, 9 by 16, 6. The outward door in the 
kitchen to be the common entrance for servants. The bed chamber 
story of this villa is on Plate XIII. fig. 2. 


PLATE XII. 
Principal Elevation of the preceding Plan. 


The whole extent of this villa in front, including the attached 
wings, is 82 ft. 6 in.; the middle part, or body of the house, is 48 feet 
in front; and the height of it, measuring from the ground to the 
uppermost line of the cornice, is 28, 6; the perpendicular height of 
the dentil cornice 1 ft. 6 inches; the height of the frieze adorned 
with pateras, is of the same dimensions, and that of the astragal 
moulding measures 3 inches. 

The pediment rises one- sixth part of the length of its base: the 
figures on the acroters of the pediment are 6 ſt. high, and represent 
garden nymphs: the circular window in the tympany of the pedi- 
ment, 3 ſt. in diameter. 

The arched recess in the centre of this elevation is 9 ft. wide, and 
13, 9 high, from the floor to the summit of the arch: the entrance 
door is 4, 3 wide, and s, 6 high: the recesses on each side the centre 
one, are each 8, 3 wide, and 15 ft. high, from the level of the ground 
to the top of the arches, and those on the wings are each 6, 9 wide, 
and 13, 3 high. 

The parlour story is 13 ſt. high in the clear, and the bed chamber 
story 10 ft.; the library in the leſt wing, and the kitchen in the right 
one, are each intended to be 14 ft. high, in the clear; the perpen- 
dicular height of the cornices on the wings, 9 inches. 

The windows in the parlour story are 3 ſt. 6 in. wide, and 7 ft. 
high, and the upper line of the cills, 2, 6 above the floor; the ded 


chamber windows are 5, 4 high, and from the floor to the upper line 
ol the cills, 2 ſt. 9 inches.

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7, the principal staircase, 9 by 19, 6, to be carried up only to the 
bed chamber story: the length of the steps is 3 ft. 9 inches; each rises

PLATE XV. 
Principal Elevation of the Plan on the preceding Plate. 


The basement story of this villa is proposed to be 9 ft. 6 in. high 
in the clear, and to be raised 3 ft. above the level of the ground. 

The whole extent of this elevation on a line with the parlour floor, 
including the small wings at the extremities, is 96 ft. 6 in.: the re- 
ceding part in the middle of the building is 25 ſt.: the advanced 
parts are each 22, 3 in front, and each of the small wings 13 feet 
6 inches. 

The entire height of this elevation, measuring from the level of the 


ground to the upper line of the blocking course, is 39 ſt.; the prin- 


cipal or parlour story is 12, 6 high, in the clear; the bed chamber 


story 11 ſt.; and the attic story s ft. 

The perpendicular height of the modillion cornice is 1, 4, its pro- 
jection 1, 6; it is intended to be continued on every side of the build- 
ing: the height of the blocking course 1 ſt. 2 inches. 

The outward steps in the middle of this front, including the faces 
of the pedestals, extend 10, 9; each of the three recesses is 6 ſt. wide, 

11, 6 high, and 4 in. deep; the door is 4, 3 wide, and s ft. 6 inches 
high, 

The windows in the parlour story are each 3, 6 wide, and 7 ft. 
high; those in the bed chamber story are of the same dimensions; 
and, in both stories, the upper line of the cills is raised 2, 6 above the 
floor. In the attic story, the height of the windows is equal to their 
width, and the upper line of the cills, 3 ſt. above the floor. 

The ballustrades on top of the wings to be continued on the three 


sides, in order to conceal the flat roofs. 


PLATE XVI. 


Enriched Architraves for inside Doors, with Base and Surbase Mouldings 
for the principal Rooms in the preceding and subsequent Designs. 


The architraves marked fig. 1, 2, 3, and 4, are each 6 in. broad, 
the projection of fig. 1 is 14 in.; hg. 2 projects i in.; and each pro- 
jection of fig. 3 and 4, 175. These architraves will also be suitable 
for windows in principal rooms, where the other parts are executed in 
the same style of elegance. 

The surbase mouldings marked fig. 5, 6, 7, and s, are each 34 in. 
thick, but they may be made more, or something less, according to the 
dimensions of the rooms in which they may be employed : the pro- 
Jection of surbase mouldings must always exceed that of the architraves 
of windows which rest upon them, and be something less than the 
projection of the architraves of doors, chimney-pieces, and windows, 
which come down upon the floor, or rest upon the plinth of the base 
moulding, or skirting board. Fig. 5 and 6, each project 1 in. and 
the projection of fig. 7 and 8, 14 in. each. | 

Base mouldings generally project less than those of the surbase, 


especially on outside works, on purpose, that by the greater projection 
of the latter, the water may be thrown off the former, or under part of 
the building. 

The base mouldings marked fig. 9, 10, 11, and 12, are each 24 in. 
thick; they may also be diminished or enlarged, according to the size 
of the rooms in which they are to be placed. The projection of fig. 9 
and 10, is each 1+ in. and that of fig. 11 and 12, 14 in. each, —In 
plain finishing of rooms few or no enrichments of mouldings are 


admitted. 


PLATE XVII. 


Design of a Ceiling for the Dining Room marked c, on Plate XI. 


The figures in the centre represent Diana with a nymph, they may 
be painted in colours, or executed in stucco. The diameter of the 
inner circle inclosing the figures, is 2 ſt. 6 in. 

The enriched and plain mouldings, griffins, roses, and all the or- 
naments, are intended to be done in stucco; or, the ornaments may 
be painted in chiaroscuro, and if executed either in the latter or 


former manner, the plain grounds may, or may not, be painted in 


colours. 


The dimensions of this room are 16, 6 by 22 ft.; so that, by allow- 
ing 6 in. for the projection of the cornice of the room, and a plain 
margin of 1 ft.; within that margin there remains a space of 13, 6 
by 10 ft. ſor the compartments of the ceiling. 

The square ſillets and space between them, which form the border 
inclosing the griffins and foliage ornaments, must have a sufficient 
projection to receive that of the circular and astragal mouldings which 


form the compartments. 


PLATE XVIII. 
Section of the Chimney Side of the Parldur marked b, on Plate xTW. 


The dimensions of this room are 22 ft. in length, 18 in breadth, 
and 12, 6 in height. The mouldings of the chimney-piece to be exe- 
cuted in wood or marble ; all those of the glass frame, doors, wins 
dows, base and surbase, to be of wood; the mouldings of the cornice 
and sunk pannels on the sides of the room, to be executed in plaster. 

The breast of the chimney-piece measures 6, 9 on the face, and pro- 
jects 44 in. into the room; the size of the looking-glass over the chim- 
ney-piece is 4, 8 wide, and 5, 6 high, in the clear; the frame is 44 in. 
broad, and may be gilt in burnished gold. The architraves of the 
doors, with one fascia, are 5 in. broad; the opening of the doors, 3, 6 
wide, by 7, 3 in height. 

The figures in the sunk pannels over the doors, may be executed in 
plaster, or in painting; those on the right hand, represent Prudence 
and Liberality, accompanied by Genius and Minerva; those on the 
leſt, represent nymphs supposed to be adorning the bust of one of 
their ancestors. 

The plaster cornice measures 6 in. perpendicular height; the frieze, 
adorned with vases, ſestoons, and foliage ornaments, 1s 9 in. high, 
and the astragal moulding under it 14 in. The cornice of this room 
is drawn to a large scale, on Plate XXVII. fig. 2. 

The sides of the room between the surbase and astragal, to be fi- 
nished in trowelled stucco, and properly painted in oil: the deal dado, 
and mouldings of the architraves of the doors and windows, to be 
painted in the same manner, and like wise the mouldings of the chim- 
ney-piece, if executed in wood. |

PLATE XIX. 
Elevation and Plan of a Villa. 


Fig · 1. On a level with the parlour floor, this elevation extends 50 
ſt. 6 in.; the entire height is 31 ſt, measuring from the level of the 
ground, to the upper line of the blocking course: the basement story 
to be 9 ſt. high, in the clear; it rises 3, 6 above the surface of the 
ground, 

The height of the principal, or parlour story, is 12 ſt, 3 in. in the 
clear, and the bed chamber story, 10 feet; the perpendicular height 
of the modillion cornice is 1, 3, and the blocking course of the same 
dimensions; the frieze is 1, 6 high, and the astragal moulding under 
it, 3 inches; the astragal and frieze, with a patera over each window, 
may be omitted on the other fronts of this building. 

The outward steps, leading up to the principal entry door, includ- 
ing the faces of the pedestals, are 13, 61n front: the recess, inclosing 
the door, and small window on each side, for giving light to the lobby, 
is 8, 6 wide, 4 in. deep, and 13 ft. from the floor to the highest point 
of the arch: the opening of the door is 3, 9 wide, and 7, 6 high, the 
entablature over it is 2 ſt. perpendicular height. 

The windows in the parlour story are 3, 6 wide, and 7 high; the 
upper line of the cills is 2, 6 above the floor; the height of the win- 
dows in the bed chamber story is 5, 4, and the upper line of the cills 
is raised 3 ſt. above the level of the floor.

This villa is surrounded with a sunk area, 6 ft. wide, for the ad- 
miss ion of light and air to the rooms in the basement story. The 
entry lor servants is by steps down to the back area, on the north front, 
coming in at the door under the staircase window. 

The breadth of this plan, including the thicknesses of the walls, is 
43 ſt. a, lobby, s, 6 by 22. b, dining parlour, 18 by 22, exclusive 
of the recess for the side-board. c, drawing room, 18 by 22. d, 
breakfasting room, 18 by 16. e, library, of the same dimensions. 

J. staircase, 8, 6 by 16; the length of the steps is 3, 6; the rise of 
each is nearly 6 in.; the tread of the straight ones 105 in. and the 
broad part of the winding steps, 1 ſt. 2 inches. 

g, passage, 5 ft, wide, leading to the leſt wing, consisting of a saddle 
room, a stable for three horses, and a coach- house. , passage, 5 ft. 
wide, leading to the right wing, consisting of a wash- house, a laundry, 
and maid-servants room. These offices are to be only one story high, 
forming a court or yard, on the north front, 80 ft. 6 in. wide. 

The body of the house, with the passages, each 15 ft. long, and each 
of the wings 18 ft, in front, make the whole extent of the building 
116 ſt. 6 inches. | 

The second story of this house may be divided into four bed cham- 
bers, two dressing closets, passages, and water closet; and over it may 


be made garret rooms, partly in the roof. 


PLATE XX. 


Plan of the principal Story of a Villa. 
The depth of this building, at each extremity of the plan, is 5 2 feet, 


including the thickness of the walls, and exclusive of the projections 
of the bows, which are each 5 ft. before the face of the wall. The 
breadth of the middle part of this villa is 48 ft. over the walls. 

a, hall, 16 by 18 ſt. 3 in. b, parlour, 17 by 18, 3. c, passage, 6 
feet wide, which receives light from the staircase at each end of the 
building. d, best staircase, with a sky light at top, leading only up 
to the bed chamber story; its dimensions are, 9, 6 by 19, 3; the 
length of the steps is 5, 8; the rise of each 6; in.; and the tread 10 
inches. e, water closet, 9, 6 by 5 feet.

k, back stairs, 11 by 7 ſt.: the length of the steps is 3 ſt, 14 in.; the 
rise of each, 62; the tread of the straight ones, 9 in.; and that of the 
winding steps, 1, 1, on the line of a quadrant described by the length 
of the steps. 

{, lobby for servants, with a window over the door, 18 by 7 ſt. 
m, kitchen, 18 by 25, including the bow. u, staircase, for servants, 
18 by 7, to be carried up the whole height of the house; the length of 


the steps, 3, 14; the rise of each, 7 in.; and the tread, about 9. o, 


scullery, s, 9 by 12, 3. þ, pantry, of the same dimensions. The 
bed chamber story of this villa is on Plate XXIII. fig. 2. 


PLATE XXI. 


Principal Elevation of the preceding Plan. 

The whole extent of this villa is 8s ft. and the entire height, mea- 
suring from the level of the ground, to the uppermost line of the block- 
ing course, is 38 ſt. 3 in. The plinth at the bottom of the building, 
and the twelve courses of rustics, with the string immediately over 
them, make 15 ſt. in height. 

The pilasters, with flutings, are 2, 2 on the face, at the bottom of 
the shaſt; the pilasters project 3 in. before the face of the wall; the 
height of the shaft, including the astragal, is 19, 3; the frieze is 1, 6 
high; the perpendicular height of the cornice is 1, 3, and the block- 
ing course of the same dimensions. 

The projection of the cornice is made 1, 6, for admitting the bed 
mouldings to break forward over the capitals of the pilasters. 

The height of the parlour or principal story, is 12, 6, in the clear; 
the bed chamber story is 11 ft. and the attic story s ft. high; the en- 
trance door is 4, 2 wide, and s, 4 high; the entablature over it is 2, 1 
perpendicular height, and the back pilasters, with consoles, are each 
two-thirds of the breadth of the architrave : the pediment of the door 
rises one-sixth part of the length of its base. 

The windows of the parlour story are 3, 6 wide, and 7, 34 in 
height; the bed chamber windows are 7 ft, high; and in the attic story, 
the windows are 3 ſt. 6 in. in height. 


PLATE XXII. 


Elevation of the Villa, on Plate XX. towards the Garden. 


The space between the couplets of pilasters, is about one-half the 
face of the pilaster, which leaves sufficient room for the separate pro- 
jection of the capitals. Each of the arched recesses on the advanced 
parts of this building, are 7, 3 wide, 12 ft. high, and 4 in. deep. 

As the dimensions of the principal elevation of this design have 
been particularly mentioned in the preceding plate, it would be need- 


less to make a repetition of them, or to give any other description of 
this Plate.

PLATE XXIV.

The figures in the centre represent an interview between Venus 
and Juno; and may be executed in painting or in stucco. The dia- 
meter of the inner line of the circular moulding with goloss, inclosing 
the figures, is 3 ft. s in. 

The ſestoons of fruit and flowers surrounding the picture in the 
centre, and all the other ornaments and mouldings of this ceiling are 
intended to be executed in stucco. The diameter of the outer line of 
the large circle with an astragal moulding is 10 ft. The size of the as- 
tragal mouldings, which form the general compartments of this ceil- 
ing, need not exceed 2 in. 

By allowing 6 in. for the projection of the cornice of the room, and 
leaving a plain margin between that and the moulding of the com- 
partments, there remains a space of 15 by 19 ft. for the ornamental 


part of the ceiling. 


PLATE XXV. 
Chinnmey-Pleces. 


Fig. 1. Design of a chimney-piece for the dining room on Plate 
XI. 

The opening of this marble chimney-piece is 3 ſt. 9 in. wide, and 
3, 3 high: the height, taken from the floor to the upper line of the 
cornice, is 4 ſt. 24 in. 

The small architrave of one fascia, with its moulding round the 
opening of the chimney, is 3 in. broad, Each of the ornamented pi- 
lasters on each side 1s 5 in. on the face; and the plain margin on each 
side of the pilasters is 14 in.; their projection before that margin need 
not exceed + of an inch. The frieze is 6 in. high; and the perpendi- 
cular height of the cornice is 24 in. 

Fig. 2. Chimney-piece designed for the drawing room, marked / 
on Plate XX. 

This chimney-piece is 3, 9 wide, and 3, 3 high; the whole height, 
taken from the floor to the uppermoxt line of the cornice, is 4 ft. o. 
This chimney-piece 1s intended to be entirely of statuary marble. The 
ogee moulding round the opening of the chimney is 1 in.; the pi- 
lasters are 6 in. on the face, and may project & of an inch. The height 
of the ornamented frieze, with sphinxes, foliage, and vases, is 6 in.; 


and the small cornice, in perpendicular height, measures 24 in. 


The projection of the upper moulding of the cornices of these chim- 
ney-pleces on this plate, and on Plate IX. is made large, for the pur- 
pose of placing ornamental figures upon it; and the whole composi- 
tion of the chimnies has been made low, with a view of having the 


greater Convenience in putting looking-glasses over them. 


PLATE XXVI. 


Capital of the Colunms in the Library, marked e on Plate XI.; with De- 
signs of ornamental Friezes, Pilasters, and Pannels. 


Fig. 1. The composition of this capital, intended for the columns 
in the library on Plate XI. resembles the antique, and that capital in 
the saloon at Luton-House in Bedfordshire, which was executed 
by the late Earl of Bute, from his collection of drawings. But in 
forming this design, several variations have been made, both on the 
form and proportion of this capital, which makes the whole compos1- 
tion have a very different appearance from the antique, and that in 
Luton-House. 

The column is 1 ft. diameter at the bottom of the shaſt, and 104 
in. at the top. The height of the capital, including the abacus, is 1 ft. 
1+ in.; the astragal is 1 in.; and the same in projection 

The greatest projection of the abacus, from the one extremity to 
the other, is 1 ſt. 44 in.; and the perpendicular height of it is 1% in. 
The lower row of acanthus leaves is 34 in. high; the volutes or scrolls, 
under the abacus, are 3 in. deep. This capital would produce a fine 
effect on columns of a larger diameter. 

Fig. 2, 3, and 4, are new compositions in the antique taste, for or- 
namental friezes for the best dining rooms, drawing rooms, and li- 
braries in the foregoing and following designs. These plaster orna- 
ments should be employed on friezes at least 8s or 9 in. high; and 
they may still be enlarged in rooms of greater dimensions. Fig. 4 
might be painted in colours, if employed in rooms hung with figured 
paper, or silk. 

Fig 5 and 6, are ornaments intended for the pilasters of chimney- 
pieces, in wood or in marble; and for small stucco pannels on the 
sides of rooms; their dimensions may be 5, 7, or 8 in. wide; and if 


accompanied with large compositions, the size might be extended. 


PLATE XXVII. 
Designs of enricked Plaster Cornices, for Parlours, Dining Rooms, Py 


Drawimg Rooms. 


These four designs are each 6 inches in height, and the same in 
projection, from the upright line of the wall. 

Fig. 1, for the dining room, on Plate VII. 

Fig. 2, for the parlour, b, on Plate XIV. 

Fig. 3, for the drawing room, c, on Plate XIX. 

Fig. 4, for the dining room, f, on Plate XX. 

Although these cornices are particularly intended for several of the 
principal rooms in this work, they may also indiscriminately be ser- 
viceable for other compositions of the kind; and be applicable to in- 
side cornices of doors carved in wood. 


THE END OF THE FIRST PART. 
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PLATE XXVIII. 
Section of the End of the Dining Parlour, marked b on Plate XIX. 


The height of this parlour is 12 ſeet 6 in. in the clear, and is ft. in 
breadth. 

This end of the room shows the opening of the recess for the side 
board, which is s feet in front between the Ionic pilasters with 
flutings; it recedes 2 ſt. 9 in. from the face of the pilasters to the par- 
tition taken off the library, marked e. 

The pilasters are each 1 ſt, on the face at the bottom of the shaſt, 
and 10 in. at the top; the projection of the pilasters is 3 in. before 
the face of the wall, and receives that of the surbase mouldings; the 
height of the capital, including the neck, is 10 4 in. and from one 
extremity of the volutes to the other 1 ft. 4 in. The frieze, adorned 
with vases and ornaments round the room, is 9 in. high, and the per- 
pendicular height of the enriched stucco cornice 6 in. ; its projection 
is equal to the height. 

The upper line of the mouldings round the windows will range 
with that of the stucco mouldings of the pannels on this side of the 


room; the size of the plain margins round the pannels 6 in. broad. 


PLATE XXIX. 
Section of the Side of the best Dining Room, marked f on Plate XX. 


The length of this room is 26 ſt. and the height 12 ſt. 6 in. in the 
clear. | 

The looking-glasses are each 3 ſt. wide and 6 ft. high in the opening 
of the carved frames, which are 4 in. broad. 

The perpendicular height of the enriched stucco cornice, orna- 
mented frieze, and plain astragal, is 1 ft. 5 in.; the frieze 9 in. and 
the cornice 6 in. 

The plain face, with the mouldings round the opening of the win- 
dows are 4 in. broad; and the projection must be sufficient to receive 
that of the base and surbase mouldings. 


PLATE XXX. 
Elevation and Plan of a Villa. 


Fig. 1. This elevation extends 46 ft. 2 in. on the level of the 
parlour or principal story. The height of the building, from the 
level of the ground to the upper line of the cornice, is 27 ſt. 6 in.; the 
perpendicular height of the cornice i ſt. 4 in. its projection 1 ft. 6 in. 

The parlour floor is raised 2 ft. 6 in. above the level of the ground; 
the arched recesses which inclose the door and windows in the parlour 
story are each 9 ft, wide, and 13 ft. high to the crown of the arch. 

The opening of the entrance door is 4 ft. and the height 9 ft. in 
the clear; the windows in the parlour story are 7 ft. 6 in. high, and 
the width of that in the middle of the recesses 4 feet ; those in the bed 
chamber story are also 7 ft, 6 in. high; and the windows in the attic 
story 3 ſt.

The face of the pilasters with sunk pannels each measure 2 ft. and 
their height ſrom the floor of the bed chamber story to the corona of 
the cornice is 20 ſt.; the pilasters project about 2 in. before the face of 
the wall. 


The parlour story is 13 ft. high in the clear, the bed chamber story 
11 ſt. and the attic story s ſt.

The breadth of this building, including the thicknesses of the 


walls, is 47 ſt. 7 in. 


The lobby, marked a, is 9 ft. wide by 26 ſt. 9 in. including the 
breadth of the staircase b, which is 10 ſt. wide by 16 ft. within the 
screen of columns; the length of the steps 3 ft. s in, and the rise of 
each about 6+ in. 

The parlour, marked c, 16 ſt, square; the dimensions of the break- 
fast room, d, 16 ft. by 21 ft. 6 in.; the dining room, e, 25 ft. long by 
16 ſt.; and the drawing room, f, 16 ft. by 21 ft.; in. including the 
semicircular end. | 

A sunk area, marked g, surrounds the building, for convenience to 
the offices for servants in the basement story.

Fig. 1. The extent of this elevation is 64 ſt. 2 in. in front, includ- 
ing the thicknesses of the walls; and the height of it from the level of 
the parlour floor, including the perpendicular height of the cornice, 
is 34 ſt. 3 in.; the cornice is 1 ft. 6 in. and the projection of it equal 
to the height. 

The entrance door is 4 ft. wide and s ſt. high in the clear; the per- 
pendicular height of its entablature is about one half of the opening of 
the door; the circular pediment rises one filth part of the length of its 
base.

The small ſrieze over the window is 4 in. high, and the cornice 
over it 2 in.; the height of the pediment is one seventh part of the 
length of its base. 


The plain margins on each side of the sunk pannels is 1 ft. broad.

The several parts of this elevation are made more simple than the 
principal front, as this side of the building may be less exposed to 
public view. The general dimensions of this elevation being the 
same with those on the preceding plate, it would be needless to repeat 


them. 


The recesses with semicircular heads, inclosing the windows of 


the bed chamber story, are each 7 ft. 3 in. wide, and 14 ſt. 3 in. high, 


from che floor to the crown of the arch; they may be sunk about 


3 inches.

The boys, sphinxes, and other ornaments, in the six semicircles, | 


may be done in painting or in stucco, and likewise the front faces and 
garlands of vines; all the mouldings to be executed in stucco. 

The diameter of the inner line of the three circles, in the middle 
of the ceiling, is 4 ft.; also that of the six semicircles; the mouldings 
of each about 2 Inches broad. 

The projection of the outside border should be made sufficient to

The opening of this chimney-piece is 3, 9 wide, by 3 ſt. 3 in. high; 
the whole height, from the floor to the upper line of the small cornice, 
is 4 ſt. 34 inches. | 

The plain face on each side of the ornamented pilasters, with sunk 
pannels, is 2 in. broad; the pilasters are each 5+ in. on the face, and 
may project 2 of an inch. 

The frieze, adorned with griffins and ornaments, is 7 in. high, 
and the perpendicular height of the cornice 24 inches. 


Chimney-Piece for the Drawing Room, marked m on 
Plate X LV I1IT.

The opening of this chimney- piece is 3 ft. 9 in. wide, and 3 ſt.3 
in. high; the height, taken from the floor to top of the cornice, is 4 ft. 
3+ in.; the breadth of the plain face round the opening of the chimney, 
including the ogee moulding, 34 inches. 

The pilasters, with sunk pannels and ornaments, are each 6 in. 
broad on the face, and should project full as much before the face of 
the wall, as to receive the projection of the surbase mouldings. The 
ornamented frieze is 6 in. high, and the perpendicular heght of the 


small cornice 24 inches; its projection 44 inches.
